Jesus Crosses Racial Boundaries 
Scripture John 4:1-42 


BY WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D. 
The story of the meeting and con- 
versation between Jesus and 
the 
woman of Samaria at Jacob's well, 
near the city of Sychar, emphasiz- 
es the attitude of Jesus toward the 
prevalent prejudices and 
social 
customs which were at 
variance 
with the spirit of love and kindli- 
ness. 


The 'woman underlined the fact 
that de6p prejudices existed with 
her 
surprised statement. "The 
Jews have no dealing with the Sa- 
maritans," when she found herself 
being treated, courteously and kind- 
ly by a Jew. 
This hostility between Jews and 
'Samaritans who should have been 
good neighbors was of the same 
sort that has kept peoples apart, 
in mutual prejudice and hostility, 
hroughout the ages. It has kept 
Surope for centuries a breeding- 
ground of wars and violence, and 


E some bigots had their way our 
American continent would soon be 
urned into a like scene of mutual 
y hostile minority groups. 
Like the feeling that separated 
rcws and Samaritans while Jesus 
walked the earth, the prejudices of 
our own day have often some bas- 
's in fact. 
There were real differnces rcli 
piously between Jews and Samari- 
tans. The religion of the latter was 
a corrupted form of Judaism, and 
Jesus unhesitatingly expressed His 
conviction about the difference, say- 
;ng, "Salvation. is of the 
Jews.1 


But differences did not prevent the 
Master from'acting in the spirit'of 
love."

Jesus Crosses Racial Boundaries 
Scripture John 4:1-42 


BY WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D. 
The story of the meeting and con- 
versation between Jesus and 
the 
woman of Samaria at Jacob's well, 
near the city of Sychar, emphasiz- 
es the attitude of Jesus toward the 
prevalent prejudices and 
social 
customs which were at 
variance 
with the spirit of love and kindli- 
ness. 


The 'woman underlined the fact 
that de6p prejudices existed with 
her 
surprised statement. "The 
Jews have no dealing with the Sa- 
maritans," when she found herself 
being treated, courteously and kind- 
ly by a Jew. 
This hostility between Jews and 
'Samaritans who should have been 
good neighbors was of the same 
sort that has kept peoples apart, 
in mutual prejudice and hostility, 
hroughout the ages. It has kept 
Surope for centuries a breeding- 
ground of wars and violence, and 


E some bigots had their way our 
American continent would soon be 
urned into a like scene of mutual 
y hostile minority groups. 
Like the feeling that separated 
rcws and Samaritans while Jesus 
walked the earth, the prejudices of 
our own day have often some bas- 
's in fact. 
There were real differnces rcli 
piously between Jews and Samari- 
tans. The religion of the latter was 
a corrupted form of Judaism, and 
Jesus unhesitatingly expressed His 
conviction about the difference, say- 
;ng, "Salvation. is of the 
Jews.1 


But differences did not prevent the 
Master from'acting in the spirit'of 
love."

Real differences 9f race, langu 
age, color, and opinion divide men 
It is useless to ignore them. Bu 
why should they .cause hatred and 
i l l will?

Jesus Crosses Racial Boundaries 
Scripture John 4:1-42

The story of the meeting and con- 
versation between Jesus and 
the 
woman of Samaria at Jacob's well, 
near the city of Sychar, emphasiz- 
es the attitude of Jesus toward the 
prevalent prejudices and 
social 
customs which were at 
variance 
with the spirit of love and kindli- 
ness. 


The 'woman underlined the fact 
that de6p prejudices existed with 
her 
surprised statement. "The 
Jews have no dealing with the Sa- 
maritans," when she found herself 
being treated, courteously and kind- 
ly by a Jew. 
This hostility between Jews and 
'Samaritans who should have been 
good neighbors was of the same 
sort that has kept peoples apart, 
in mutual prejudice and hostility, 
hroughout the ages. It has kept 
Surope for centuries a breeding- 
ground of wars and violence, and 


E some bigots had their way our 
American continent would soon be 
urned into a like scene of mutual 
y hostile minority groups. 
Like the feeling that separated 
rcws and Samaritans while Jesus 
walked the earth, the prejudices of 
our own day have often some bas- 
's in fact. 
There were real differnces rcli 
piously between Jews and Samari- 
tans. The religion of the latter was 
a corrupted form of Judaism, and 
Jesus unhesitatingly expressed His 
conviction about the difference, say- 
;ng, "Salvation. is of the 
Jews.1

Jesus Crosses Racial Boundaries 
Scripture John 4:1-42

The story of the meeting and con- 
versation between Jesus and 
the 
woman of Samaria at Jacob's well, 
near the city of Sychar, emphasiz- 
es the attitude of Jesus toward the 
prevalent prejudices and 
social 
customs which were at 
variance 
with the spirit of love and kindli- 
ness. 


The 'woman underlined the fact 
that de6p prejudices existed with 
her 
surprised statement. "The 
Jews have no dealing with the Sa- 
maritans," when she found herself 
being treated, courteously and kind- 
ly by a Jew. 
This hostility between Jews and 
'Samaritans who should have been 
good neighbors was of the same 
sort that has kept peoples apart, 
in mutual prejudice and hostility, 
hroughout the ages. It has kept 
Surope for centuries a breeding- 
ground of wars and violence, and 


E some bigots had their way our 
American continent would soon be 
urned into a like scene of mutual 
y hostile minority groups. 
Like the feeling that separated 
rcws and Samaritans while Jesus 
walked the earth, the prejudices of 
our own day have often some bas- 
's in fact. 
There were real differnces rcli 
piously between Jews and Samari- 
tans. The religion of the latter was 
a corrupted form of Judaism, and 
Jesus unhesitatingly expressed His 
conviction about the difference, say- 
;ng, "Salvation. is of the 
Jews.1 


But differences did not prevent the 
Master from'acting in the spirit'of 
love."

The feminine mind works .in 
strange way its wonders to per 
form, even when it Is functlonin 
at its best.

Scripture John 4:1-42

The story of the meeting and con- 
versation between Jesus and 
the 
woman of Samaria at Jacob's well, 
near the city of Sychar, emphasiz- 
es the attitude of Jesus toward the 
prevalent prejudices and

customs which were at

ness. 


The 'woman underlined the fact 
that de6p prejudices existed with 
her 
surprised statement. "The 
Jews have no dealing with the Sa- 
maritans," when she found herself 
being treated, courteously and kind- 
ly by a Jew. 
This hostility between Jews and 
'Samaritans who should have been 
good neighbors was of the same 
sort that has kept peoples apart, 
in mutual prejudice and hostility, 
hroughout the ages. It has kept 
Surope for centuries a breeding- 
ground of wars and violence, and 


E some bigots had their way our 
American continent would soon be 
urned into a like scene of mutual 
y hostile minority groups. 
Like the feeling that separated 
rcws and Samaritans while Jesus 
walked the earth, the prejudices of 
our own day have often some bas- 
's in fact. 
There were real differnces rcli 
piously between Jews and Samari- 
tans. The religion of the latter was 
a corrupted form of Judaism, and 
Jesus unhesitatingly expressed His 
conviction about the difference, say- 
;ng, "Salvation. is of the 
Jews.1

Jesus Crosses Racial Boundaries 
Scripture John 4:1-42 


BY WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D. 
The story of the meeting and con- 
versation between Jesus and 
the 
woman of Samaria at Jacob's well, 
near the city of Sychar, emphasiz- 
es the attitude of Jesus toward the 
prevalent prejudices and 
social 
customs which were at 
variance 
with the spirit of love and kindli- 
ness. 


The 'woman underlined the fact 
that de6p prejudices existed with 
her 
surprised statement. "The 
Jews have no dealing with the Sa- 
maritans," when she found herself 
being treated, courteously and kind- 
ly by a Jew. 
This hostility between Jews and 
'Samaritans who should have been 
good neighbors was of the same 
sort that has kept peoples apart, 
in mutual prejudice and hostility, 
hroughout the ages. It has kept 
Surope for centuries a breeding- 
ground of wars and violence, and 


E some bigots had their way our 
American continent would soon be 
urned into a like scene of mutual 
y hostile minority groups. 
Like the feeling that separated 
rcws and Samaritans while Jesus 
walked the earth, the prejudices of 
our own day have often some bas- 
's in fact. 
There were real differnces rcli 
piously between Jews and Samari- 
tans. The religion of the latter was 
a corrupted form of Judaism, and 
Jesus unhesitatingly expressed His 
conviction about the difference, say- 
;ng, "Salvation. is of the 
Jews.1 


But differences did not prevent the 
Master from'acting in the spirit'of 
love."

Real differences 9f race, langu 
age, color, and opinion divide men 
It is useless to ignore them. Bu 
why should they .cause hatred and 
i l l will?

Washington, Jan. 23 — (/P) — The 


louse 
Commerce 
Committee,

government spending for civilian 
aviation safety, navigation and de- 
velopment in the fiscal year 1948. 


The figures were presented to 


Lhe committee by T. P. Wright, 
Civil Aeronautics Administrator. It 
showed CAA requests of $113,890,- 
000, and Budget Bureau allotments 
of $92,271,000—a reduction of $21,- 
619,000.

Budget Bureau and Congress of as 
rriuch. tis 72 percent of the original- 
ly-requested appropriations.

ber 1885 until now, more than 21,- 
000,000 people have traveled to the 
top of the Washington Monument, 
either by foot which costs nothing, 
or by elevator which costs 10 cents.

Robert Mills, born 
at Charles-

000, and Budget Bureau allotments 
of $92,271,000—a reduction of $21,- 
619,000.

Budget Bureau 
Cuts Funds for 
Eerial Safety 


Washington, Jan. 23 — (/P) — The 


louse 
Commerce 
Committee, 


searching for the causes and cures 
of plane disasters, discovered to- 
day that the Budget Bureau has 
made a 20 percent cut in proposed 
government spending for civilian 
aviation safety, navigation and de- 
velopment in the fiscal year 1948. 


The figures were presented to 


Lhe committee by T. P. Wright, 
Civil Aeronautics Administrator. It 
showed CAA requests of $113,890,- 
000, and Budget Bureau allotments

Washington, Jan. 23 — (/P) — The 


louse 
Commerce 
Committee, 


searching for the causes and cures 
of plane disasters, discovered to- 
day that the Budget Bureau has 
made a 20 percent cut in proposed 
government spending for civilian 
aviation safety, navigation and de- 
velopment in the fiscal year 1948. 


The figures were presented to 


Lhe committee by T. P. Wright, 
Civil Aeronautics Administrator. It 
showed CAA requests of $113,890,- 
000, and Budget Bureau allotments 
of $92,271,000—a reduction of $21,- 
619,000. 


Congress still mus-t pass upon the 


funds. Wright's figures covered al- 
lotments since 1940 and showed, in 
spme cases, reductions 
by 
the 
Budget Bureau and Congress of as 
rriuch. tis 72 percent of the original- 
ly-requested appropriations.

ber 1885 until now, more than 21,- 
000,000 people have traveled to the 
top of the Washington Monument, 
either by foot which costs nothing, 
or by elevator which costs 10 cents.

Robert Mills, born at Charles- 


ton, 
S. C., designed the shaft.

Washington, Jan. 23 — (/P) — The 


louse 
Commerce 
Committee,

made a 20 percent cut in proposed 
government spending for civilian 
aviation safety, navigation and de- 
velopment in the fiscal year 1948. 


The figures were presented to 


Lhe committee by T. P. Wright, 
Civil Aeronautics Administrator. It 
showed CAA requests of $113,890,- 
000, and Budget Bureau allotments 
of $92,271,000—a reduction of $21,- 
619,000. 


Congress still mus-t pass upon the 


funds. Wright's figures covered al- 
lotments since 1940 and showed, in 
spme cases, reductions 
by

Budget Bureau and Congress of as 
rriuch. tis 72 percent of the original- 
ly-requested appropriations.

Robert Mills, born at Charles-

Washington, Jan. 23 — (/P) — The 


louse 
Commerce 
Committee, 


searching for the causes and cures 
of plane disasters, discovered to- 
day that the Budget Bureau has 
made a 20 percent cut in proposed 
government spending for civilian 
aviation safety, navigation and de- 
velopment in the fiscal year 1948. 


The figures were presented to 


Lhe committee by T. P. Wright, 
Civil Aeronautics Administrator. It 
showed CAA requests of $113,890,- 
000, and Budget Bureau allotments 
of $92,271,000—a reduction of $21,- 
619,000. 


Congress still mus-t pass upon the 


funds. Wright's figures covered al- 
lotments since 1940 and showed, in 
spme cases, reductions 
by 
the 
Budget Bureau and Congress of as 
rriuch. tis 72 percent of the original- 
ly-requested appropriations.

top of the Washington Monument, 
either by foot which costs nothing, 
or by elevator which costs 10 cents.

Robert Mills, born at Charles-
